Over Coffee County

It has become generally accept- 
ed that the soil of Coffee County 
is fast depleting because of con- 
tinued digging of peanuts from 
the same fields year after year. 

The answer to this major prob- 
lem now facing the farmer is ob- 
viously the use of a crop rotation 
system in which fertility can be 
added to the soil rather than ta- 
ken away as we have been doing, 
and are still doing. 

The primary factor in adding 
fertility to the soil is the use of 
larger quantities of fertilizers; 
and a great natural aid in doing 
this is found in the growing of 
winter legumes, 

Blue lupine, the reecommended 
legume for this county, will be 
more widely used this year than 
ever before, If you are a farmer 
planning to plant lupine this fall, 
don’t fail to recognize the impor- 
tance of careful inoculation of 
your seed, On soils where the. le- 


has been grown before it 
is a safe bet and a wise invest- 
jment to double inoculate. Cer- 


for an extra point, making the fi-!tainly you should not plant with- 


out inoculation. Follow  direc- 
tions carefully; plant 50 to 75 
Ibs. of seed per acre and fertilize 
with at least 600 pounds of basic 
slag or 400 pounds of phosphate 
per acre.

Nazis Tried to Destroy All 
Trace of Those Deported. 


| PARIS. -Somewhere in Germany 
re more than 300,000 ‘lost’? chil- 
dren 

Many were born tegitimately in 
France; others are the illegitimate 
“living reminders" of the French 
slave laborers deported to the fa 
therland, 

Few of these children talk any- 
thing but German, according to 
Madame de Lamorlaye, a Revens- 
bruck political deportee who has 
been placed by the French govern- 
nrent in charge of finding and repa- 
triating these budding French men 
ind wornen 

She reported: 

“All trace of the children kid- 
naped from France has been de- 
stroyed systematically by the Ger- 
mans 

“The Germans needed new blood 
to build up and their 
‘master race’ and sent these chil- 
dren to German homes and orphan- 


strengthen 


ages 

“We are having great difficulty 
tracking them down, particularly as 
the children have forgotten all 
about France and usually talk noth- 
ing but German; many of them 
having even been taught to hate the 
French," 

According to Madume Larmorlaye, 
thousands of children, born of 
French parents in Germany, have 
been seattered by German dispers- 
al regulations and are being hand- 
ed over to the Allied authorities 
daily by Germans who are afraid 
to kéep them. 

3ut other thousands are being 
held by German families who are 
confident that they can never be 
caught. ‘These little French boys 
and girls are being brought up to 
look upon Germany as their home 
country. 

Special investigators are combing 
Germany looking for these children, 
said Madame Lamorlaye, and they 
are checking on numerous German 
women who married French de- 
portees 


Frauleins Out at 


G.l.s Club in Reich 


BERLIN.—A couple of dozen 
G.I.s were furious, Their frau- 
lein “girl friends” were in tears, 
But it was there in black and 
white—‘“‘no fraternization.” 

This unexpected turn of events 
came at a special meeting of 
members of the Kerlin District 
Non-Commissioned Officers club 
to consider a motion permitting 
fraulein guests two nights a week, 

By 11 votes the motion failed to 
win the necessary two-thirds ma- 
jority for adoption. The frauleins 
were out, 

Backers of the motion, some- 
what upset, took a check of the 
ballots. Seventy-four members, 
they found voted for permitting 
frauleins as guests. 

Fifty-four voted against it—in- 
cluding 2 WACs, who turned out 
en masse, they explained, ‘‘to 
protect our rights.”

JESUS AND THE LAW CY LOVE 


thew 5:43-48 

MEMORY SELECTION--Love worl: 
eth no ill to his neighbor; therefore love 
is the fulfilling of the Jaw.—Romans 1:10 

Love fulfilled the law-in Christ 
God so loved the world that he gave 
his only begotten Son (John 3:16) 
The law of love is therefore appro: 
priate as the subject of our closing 
lesson on the general theme, ‘Jesus 
Interprets Old Testament Laws.” 

Love is the heavenly gift of God, 
who is love, to man Who so much 
needs its grace and power for his 


own life and for his living with 
others, 
I, The Mind of Love (Ps. 119:33- 


35). 

Hight times in this psalm there 
is found the ery of verse 33 for in- 
struction in the laws of God. Man 
not only must know them, but he 
must know how they operate. The 
picture here is that of a man who 
wants to get in step with God, 
marching out to spiritual warfare 
and being prepared to respond in 
prompt obedience to the commands 
of his divine leader, 

Here we have the true mind of 
love. The one rightly instructed in 
the principles of God’s rule in the 
world sees that love is the basic re- 
quirement, but that it expresses it- 
self in a life that is in accord with 
the will of God. 

The thought of this passage is well 
expressed by Dr. W. R. White: ‘The 
psalmist had the highest possible 
conception of love before the revela- 
tion in Christ. He saw it as the 
basic order of things. He conceived 
it as identical with the will of God 
He viewed it as the safe, happy path 
for man. He considered it as the 
way of wisdom. He passionately 
desired to embrace it and order his 
life by it. He saw it imparting 
to the naive and simple the benefits 
of extraordinary judgment. To 
measure up he knew that he had to 
be quickened or mide alive to it by 
the power of God.” 

I, The Manner of Love (Ps, 119: 
36-38), 


Love operates not from necessity, 
but because of an inner urge which 
will not be denied. The psalmist 
prays that his heart may be so in- 
clined toward the Lord and so 
quickened within that he may be 
eager to do the will of God. 


Love has a technique, if you will, 
a manner of operation. It avoids 
certain things which would hinder 
or prevent its ful! function and 
seeks out those attitudes and ex- 
periences which will encourage and 
enlarge. 

Covetousness must be avoided, for 
that is idolatry (Col, 3:5). We noted 
in our lesson of two weeks ago 
that covetousness makes a man 
stingy, envious, selfisk, proud and 
foolish. That means that love must 
rule out this destructive element, 
Love cannot live in such an atmos- 
phere. 

Love turns away from vanity. The 
vain things of this world are usually 
presented in such attractive dress 
that to look at them is to be tempt- 
ed, The answer is to turn your 
eyes away, or better still, ask God 
to give you special grace not only 
to turn away, but to stay turned 
away. The vain passions of this 
world destroy real love, even while 
using the word to describe their 
base counterfeit. 

The positive side of the matter is 
also clear, The manner in which 
love best expresses itself is in the 
fear of God, in the established order 
of a life according to the law of 
God (v. 38). By being inclined to 
his testimonies !t finds the right 
way—God's way (v. 37), 

Ill, The Meagure of Love (Matt. 
5; 43-48). 


How far does love go? Does it 
have a limit? Does it choose those 
toward whom it will express itself, 
loving the lovely and ignoring or 
hating the rest? In answer to these 
questions let us first ask, What is 
the general attitude of the world? 
The answer is evident, The world 
has established its own principle of 
conduct based on selfish advantage 
It pays to be polite to those who 
can favor you, so cultivate their 
good will by acts of courtesy and 
kindness. Your neighbor may be 
able to help you in an hour of need, 
zo do good to him as you have op- 
portunity, 

But an enemy—what can you gain 
from kindness to him? Hate him, 
and treat him like an enemy. 


Christianity knows nothing of such 
a spirit. Even though it be neces- 
sary to oppose wicked men in order 
to hinder their evil plans, we need 
not lose our love for them. Even 
those who despitefuliy use us may 
be loved for Christ's sake, 

Consider him that endured such 
contradiction of sinners against 
himself (and went right on loving 
them) lest ye be wearied”’ in your 
own love for those who bear the sad 
name of enemies (see Heb, 12:3) 

This is admittedly a high stand. 
ard, but it is not too high for those 
who know the love of Christ.
